Dissolution Is In the 
air, but all ho members of the House oC 
Commons now seem to realize that their 
hapiiy release from "Wciitininster depeuds 
entirely upon the progres.s of the .wai; 
in Smith Africa, although, as aniiouuccd. 
in these desjiatches, until Lord ItobertS ' 
brings the campaign to ii climax the gov- 
ernment will continus to kill time, adopt-' 
ing a non-committal iittitude towards any 
home measures that might entail serious 
controversy and carefully holding back 
any anuouncement of a permanent policy;

The retreat, it seems, is being carried 
out without lighting, which indicates that 
tlie lioers have a good start and the des 
patches state that they are not hampered 
Juucli by the tranrii)ort and leave no vis 
ible track bcliind them on the veldt. Tlii-^ 
mitigates against t!ie probability of their 
being overtaken and forced to a deci;-ivi> 
.iction. The clianccs suiin lliat the re- 
trenting commando nviy gid away with- 
out being forced lo turn and light. 

It is within range of possiliilities that 
liord Uoberfs without waiting for the 
outcome of these manoeuvres may begin 
Ills advance uortlnvarii. Tliis may be 
the riccret that the eeusur has bei'n so 
jenloutily guarding. The outcome of this 
iuterestiug situation cannot be long do- 
loyed. 

The news from other points is Tniim 
portant and uninteresting. Some hght 
iag continues about Warronton, apparent- 
ly ineffectually, as no ciusualties have 
boon reported on either side.

The mounted for<'e came in 
contact with them and had a slight skirm- 
ish. The residt of the junction of Gen- 
erals French and iJundlo is the clearance 
of ;the country of Boore at this point.

"The Hesslah," the most admired of 
all the numerous oratorios of Handel, 
was rendered last evening at the drill 
hail before a crowded auditorium in a 
manner thut exceeded expectations. The 
great assemblage of people, the galleries 
draped with vari-colorcd tings, and the 
large chorus and orchestra made a very 
imposing spectacle. The various sec- 
tions of the chorus wore made to stand 
cut conspicuously by the adoption of dis- 
tinctive colors; the sopranos wearing 
red sashes, the contraltos bine, and the 
large Nanaimo (Contingent in the centre 
being in white, the resultant ensemble 
nf palriolio colors being in keeping with 
the wiirihy iib.ieit n( the ('oncert, name- 
ly, a furtidir contribution to the fund fnr 
(iepeiiilenis on the valiant defenders of 
the lOiiipire. 

Ilaiiders oratoriiis niaile a notable ad- 
vance in musical art. Unlike Wagner's 
great music dramas, Handel's oratorios 
present no aid to the imagination. Han- 
del's art in n measure calls for greater 
genius, for he does not strive to enchain 
the attention by stage pictures. His 
motive seems to have been to demon- 
strate that the voice alone can bo 
made to portray all the leading emotions 
without any extrinsic assistance. This 
idea is further emphasized by the way 
in which the orchestra is subordinated. 
The work is almost exclusively choral. 
It is this charncteristic of Handel's 
nmsic that renders tlie presentation of 
his oratorios a matter of such dilllcnity. 
The solos call for the highest art, and 
the choruses present nigli limitless op- 
portunities for grandeur and sublimity. 
.V studied, n critical review of last 
evening's Culnssal undertaking is not 
called for. It is sulllcicnt to sum- 
marize the presentation by saying that 
considering tho limited forces at the dis- 
posal of Mr. Austin, it was eminently 
successful, ami will be regarded as an 
epoch in the musical history of Victoriti. 
llaiiders oratorios opened up a new 
realm in musical composition, and last 
evening's performance inaugurates an- 
other chapter in tho progress of local 
music. 

A commendable feature of last even- 
ing was tlie cnthliisiasm of the audience, 
and the attentive manner in which they 
followed the dirferent numbers. That 
such a large audience conM follow a 
pcrfiirmance eutindy sul).iective in its 
nature argues that the artistic status of 
the ciiinmunity is ot a lofty description. 

Till' churns was the brilliant feature of 
the I'vciiiiiir. The various sections tcu- 
ileri"! their parts with a distinct iveiiess 
enabling tbi> audiior to ap|ireciiit e and 
aiial.'.ze the ecnnpiaienl beauties of Han- 
del's magiiilieciit creation. 'J'bis fi-ature 
ol' till' chnriis' grand work was striking- 
ly excmplilieil in "And He Shall Purify." 
where the part singing was properly 
suliiMiUnati'il to tlie production ot a fine 
ciisenible. 

It can hardly be claimed that tho or- 
chestra was a conspicuous success, es- 
iii'cially in the early part of the evening. 
There was a misty indefiniteness in 
Slime of Ihoir accompanying, and in sev- 
eral instances they approached danger- 
ims shnals and otlie>rwi«o steered into 
serious dangers. This tendency to uu- 
eenaint.v of execution was remedied iis 
the evening wore on, and on the whole 
the orchestra's vrork merits praise, con- 
sidering the immense dillicultics. The 
cliaracter of the orchestral music is such 
that every defect attracts immediatp no- 
tice. The cellos rather ovcrbalanewl the 
violins in the part wb.cre (he strings had 
exidusive work. The orchestra! accum- 
Iiauiment to the solos of Mr. Coward, 
-Mr. .Toni'fi, Miss I.,. Loowon, !Mr. .Tanion, 
Mis.", Luinbiird. Mr. I?artoii and ,"\Ir. 
Hrowii were fairly creditable. Mrs. 
reniberton, tliough impressive with her 
sulo "I kno^v that luy liedeemcr liveth" 
was decidedly haiulicapped by the 
shaky instnimentatinn. ("Ireat ap- 
plause V'<ry projierly followed her sing- 
iiig of tliis beanliful song. It would lie 
an inviilioiis task to iliscriiiiinate belwei^n 
the merits of the rcc^pcctive soluists, bin 
one ■.vouiil not be far astray in assigning 
spiiaal hoiiiirs to Mr. .lanion. .Mrs. 
(Ireeii. Mi.s,s Looue'ii and ^liss Lombard. 
.Mrs. .Jaiiioii is given lirst place, because 
she jiot ouly excelled in purity of tone, 
but her expression and technique were 
o( the highe.nt order. ^Qss Eklith Lom- 
bard scored a veritable triumph with her 
splendid articulation, tho rotilly beauti- 
ful shading, and range of her line voice. 
Her rimdering of "He was despised" was 
one of the gems of the evening, being 
remarkable for pathos, power and dig- 
nity. Miss L. Loev.-c:; :;; "O Thou that 
tellest good tidings" did full justice to her 
splendid voice, and was oiiually satisfac- 
tory in her interpretative powers. Her 



cflort was rewarded with spontaneous 
ai)i)lause, and a baske't of loNely carna- 
tions and maiden liair fern w.is banded 
her a.-^ she bowiM.1 her -aid;nowledgniu>nti-i. 
Mrs. Gregson also sang her very ditli- 
cult recitatives with imich success. Miss 
10. Selil iu the so[irano solo "How beau- 
tiful are the feet of them thai priach 
the gosiiol of pcaee" wart also forced by 
the enthusiastic audience to respond with 
!i curtsey. It is not so ditllcult a task to 
dilTerentiate between the gentlemen 
singers, Mr. (loward, Mr. Barton, Mr. 
.Tones of Xanaimo, and Mr. lirown being 
the mo<st admired for power, execution 
and expression. Mr. Coward was in de- 
lightfi^ form and hi.s limpid tenor was 
heard to the best advantage. Mr. Har- 
ton's sonorous bass is admirably adapted 
for oratorio music, and he. gave "Why 
do the nations" with much power and 
dignity. Mr. J. B. Jones (Nanaimo) also 
made a capital impression, whilst J. C. 
lirowu's rendered "Behold! I tell you 
a mystery" nnd "Tlie trumpet shall 
sound" in full, rounded tones. In the 
latter solo .Mr. \V. North executed the 
trumpet part with clear, silvery notes his 
work being deserving of groat praise, 
as it ds most dillieult. Iu the t;reat Hal- 
lelujah chorus, the .entire aiidieiici rose in 
keeping with the traditions of the num- 
ber. This eliiiiiw i\as a splendid success, 
and di'Sei ve-i special nieiition for the con- 
tlilent attack and wealth of jiowcu' with 
which it was renilereil. 

The oratoriii will be repeateil Monday 
evening, and the exeidleiK'e of the chorus 
and orcliesira warrants llie iirediction of 
another full lioinse.

000 will be placed within a week. 

We have grown so accustomed to er- 
rors on the part of our Sound conlompor- 
aricti in dealing with the subject of legis- 
lation relating to Britteh Oolumbia or the 
Dominion, that oneTmlstake'in'ore or less 
causes no snriudse; but we were hardly 
prepared to lind a Seattle paper predicat- 
ing an article upon the [.ropositiou that 
the British Columbia le^-islature "will 
grant a permit to begin boring a hole 
through a hugo mountain in Alaska." 
Whatever may bo the actual righte of 
Canada to any part of what is commonly 
called Alaska, the legislature ot British 
Columbia lias not yet asserted any. We 
may also say for the information ot our 
contemporary that if the mountain re- 
ferred to is in Alaska, the logislaturo of 
British Columbia is barred by the terms 
ot the Britieh Xorth America Act from 
passing any legislation authorizing rail 
way connection with a road through 
the mountain, because it is in foreign 
territory, and for legislation on that sub- 
ject, the promoters of the enterprise 
must go to the parliament at Ottawa. 

The Post-Intelligencer states that the 
promoters of the tunnel have received as- 
c^urauccs that our local legislature will 
grant the permit. No such ussurauccri 
can possibly be giveii. At present there 
is no legislature in existence in British 
Columbia ami there will lie none until 
after tlic cli'clinns. No one knows of 
whom that legislature will consist, nor 
can any one undertake to say whether 
the members elect will under any cir- 
cumstances grant the charter asked for 
to build a line through that portion of 
the province which the alleged enterprise 
must cover in order to get to White 
riorse. The application for a chavter 
has been advertised, but before it is 
granted, it will have first to run tlie 
gauntlet of the railway committee of the 
house, .".nd afterwards ot the house U- 
t<elr. Then it will have to be dealt with 
by the authorities at Ottawa, who have 
already dcr'-m-ed tiieu. selves opposed to 
any railway projects which contemplate 
the building lU) of seaports upon the part 
of the Coast now in dispute between 
Great Britain and the United States. 

The article then goes on to say that 
having secured permisjsion from the pro- 
vincial legislature, ihom will be no dif 
liculty in getting permission from thi 
Dominion government to build a line 
tlirough the Xorthwest Territories 
to White Horse. There will he exactly 
this dithculty and no more, namely, that 
the Dominion government has no power 
to grant railway charters. Application 
must bo made to parliament. This ap- 
plication (■annot be made until next year, 
aud when it its made it will have to run 
the gauntlet of tlie railway committee of 
the House of Commons, and in some 
way the promoters will have to over- 
come t-.vo very important declarations by 
the Dominion government. One of them 
is that already referred to in regard U 
railways calculated to Imild up seaports 
on what may ultimately be decided to bi 
United States territory, and the other 
is tlie express declaration made in con- 
nection with the application by the C.l'. 
It. for a charter to parallel the Dauphin 
railway in .Manitoba, namely, that the 
government would not countenance the 
building of a lino paralleling any ex- 
isting line, when its coiiHtniction was 
calculated to htisen the value of the 
boiulb ot the line already in operation. 

The Post-Intelligencer by reproducing 
the points made above would give a little 
niH'ded information to many ot its read- 
ers, whose ideas as to legislation affecting 
British Columbia and llic Noa-thwest are 
naturally very iudeBnitc.

ailNISTKY OF ANtJELS. 

You cannot find a creed so crude or 
ancient that angels have no place in it. 
They are not always beneficent angels. 
Possibly the majority ot them are quite 
the contrary. The ministering angel is 
a conceit ot conip.iratively later times, 
ur rather of an advanced stage of civil- 
ization. Yet this rule is not universal. 
Cilooscap, the celestial visitor of whose 
deoils the Micnnic h'gends tell, was an 
angol of the brighter kind. The date 
of his advent was so many years ago 
that no approximation of it can be 
arrived at. Geology helps us to fix it 
in an indelinile way, for .according to 
the legend he came at the time when tlie 
St. John river burst its way through 
great rocks, which had barred its pass- 
age to the sea. 'I'he story is that The 
Great Beaver dammed the river .and 
that ice and snow then became so severe 
Unit the people nearly all perished. 
Fortunately in the niolr of time Gloos- 
cap came, drove away the Beaver, tore 
down the dam, and when the v.-aters 
were released restored summer to the 
lierishing laud. The story of Glooscap 
nfrnishci almost the sole ray of light in 
all the legends ot the Micinacs telling 
of the work and inllucni'e of the powers 
of the air; but it shows that they had 
the idea of angels of goodness as well as 
those of evil. 'Spbiow, of the Snoqual- 
mie leg(-nds, \\ ho restored the sun, the 
moon, the stars and yegetation to man- 
kind after the great winter, was a good 
angel: but he hod a difficult task to 
defend his people against tbe evil spirits 
who aimed at their destruction. The 
i, Jewish people were profound believers in 
the ministry of angels. David, speaking 
of the goodness of the Father, says: "He 
shall give his angels charge over; thee to 
keep theo in thy ways," and David was 
the very cnlniinntion of the Jewish 



character, a man to whom there have 
been few. it any, superiors in history, a 
shepherd lad who became a king, a man 
of mighty power physically and mentally. 
If opinions are worth anything ns proof, 
the opinion of a man like David on any 
subject is rvorth a good deal. We have 
some self-styled men of ability nowa- 
days,' who affect to despise the opinions 
of such people as Moses, David and 
othei-s, and yet in the vast majority of 
cases the views ot our modern critics 
will have been forgotten by the world 
within as many months after their 
deaths as centuries have elapsed since 
these Hebrew sages were gathered to 
their fathers. 

Wo do not know thnt any one can 
scientiiically demonstrate that there are 
such beings as angels, or that they play 
any pnrt in the life of men; but this is 
not a final test. There is a certain 
school ot pliilosophy which raises ii 
doubt as to whether we really exist our 
selves, and suggests uncanny thoughts 
as to whether there is in reality any- 
thing at all. You cannot scientifically 
demonstrate thnt n toothache hurts, but 
most of us will admit the proposition 
without asking for the demonstration. 
The nmst inexcusable confession of ig- 
norance is the claim thnt wo must be- 
lieve nothing tlint we cannot scientific- 
ally prove; for science and its achieve- 
ments, compared with the vast domain 
of unexplored knowledge, are like the lit- 
tle pool n child digs in the sand, when 
the tide has gone out, comparo<l to the 
ocean. 

Whence come new thoughts that fill 
our mind and often completely change 
the course ot our lives? Wo do not think 
them out for ourselves. Many "f the 
strongest conceptions of our minds come 
to ns, as we say, intuitively. Wlmt is 
this intuition? Is it a wfiisper from the 
Unseen? For that there is round about 
us, touching us on every side, nn un- 
seen universe is ns certain as anything 
can be in this world. The evidence of 
its existence is varied and conclusive.

LESSONS OF THE WAR. 

M. de Hloch, whose very interesting i)a 
per in which he showed that war had be- 
come impossible attracted such great at 
tentiou less than a year ago, has contrih 
utcd another article to the press, ami ii 
tills he deals with the lessons of the 
South African war. II is fair lo say 
that he admits tiiis war to be an appar- 
ent contradiction of his theory, hut In 
says that what he had in mind was a 
war between two great jiowers, and with 
this (pnilification, there is not very much 
In his former paper for which he is call 
ed upon to apologize. 

The talented author deals with scv 
I'ral inti restiiig points. The first is that 
the w.ar lias established the immense 
sniieriorily of a defemling force, whiTh 
lie Ihinks has been show n to be so gi 
that mere numbers do not counterbalance 
it. He then refers to the Russo-Turk- 
ish war to establish this point. The 
f.inious resistance of Turkey in that war 
was (liii.. In- says, to the creation of Plev- 
11,1. Here for almi>st the first time the 
great advantage possessed by n defend- 
ing force was demonstrated. Russia's 
losses in attacking Plevna were far 
greater than those siislained by durs In 
attacking the Boer positions, both actual 
ly aud relatively. If the advantage ^vas 
on the side of the defence in the old <lnj-s 
of black powder, much more is it to-day 
when Hmokel(>ss powder and long raugi 
rifles make it possible for an attacking 
force to fight all day without once socy- 
ing tlje (>nemy. M. ile Bloch ispeaks ot 
the extraordinary fact that, in on(? of 
th(» attacks upon the Boers along the 
Tiigcla, our men fought all day without 
ever knowing on which side of Ihe river 
the enemy were. It has become impos- 
sible, ho says, to make a satisfactory re- 
connaissance. Formerly the idea of all 
military commanders was to order a few 
volleys to be lired at ii visible enemy, 
who was close at liand, and then rush 
them with the bayonet. This also has 
become impossible, e.vcept Under very ex- 
ceptional eircnmslanccs, for how can 
you rush an enemy when you do not 
know where ho is? 

Another point discussed is the number 
of prisoners taken. Many of vis have 
lii'eu nl a loss to accmiiit fov this; but 
the expianatir.i: is simple when luice it is 
given. Formerly men fought shoulder to 
shoulder, or nearly so, aud it was (lillUailt 
lo take a mimber of men prisoners when 
they were massed together. Now meu 
scatter, each seeking his own cover. If 
the ollicers .are shot down, as is very 
likely to be the caise, or if nicu stray be- 
yond reach of the word of command, 
they find them.selves alone. They do not 
know which way to turn, and have to 
choose betwc'cn surrendering or being 
shot in their tracks. A'ery naturally 
they select tlio lornier. It is one thing 
♦.o go forward wltli your comrades and 
perform prodigies of valor, but quite an- 
other to stand up alone before the enemy 
and be shot at, n()t knowing where your 
comnidos liave gone. 

Referring to Continental eriticism& 
upon' the efllciency of the British soldier, 
M. de Bloch says there is no reason why 
he should wish to disiigroe with them or 
deny iuefUcienc.v if it has been, shown 
lo exist; but he claims the contrary has 
lnH'u proved, and that if Continental ar 
mie« had been confronted with the same 
conditions ns wo have had to deal with 
in South Africa, the result would have 
been no bettor. Ho also speaks of the 
criticisms of tlie Boer tactics. Great 
f nnlt. hm betm found with them for re- 
maining around Ladysmith and Kimber- 
ley, instead ot marching directly to the 
sea, while they outnumbered our forces 
three to one. He says that they were 
held at these points simply .because itbey 
could not capture the garrisons and dare 
not march on and leavo them behind on 
their lines of communication. 

So much for >I. do Bloch. Now we may 
direct attention to the story of the rldo

This is an ex'*<:Ddlngly hi- 
sLructive article, although it is written 
in a popular way. It shows us that cav- 
alry, t^o far from being, as so many peo- 
ple used to think, merely an ornamental 
arm of the service, is really most ofl'ci - 
livo of aU. It is doubtful if infantry 
alone could ever have relieved Kimher- 
ley, except liy placing a cordon around 
the beseigers and cutting off their sup- 
plies. Artillery and infantry would have 
found the task exlremely dilllcult witliin 
a reasonable time. We saw on tin- Tii- 
gcla that well handled artillery and the 
best infantry in the world found it next 
to impossible to tnrn the enemy's posi- 
tion. They did it at last, but only with 
the assistance of lJundoniild's cavalry. 

Till! coiisidc'rations above set out may 
enable readers jiroperly to apprceiato the 
seemingly slow I'ourse of events in South 
Africa at the present time. Tactics are 
now more important thaa mere numherfi.

There is nothing 
iu the books to guide any one in fighting 
such a force as that of the Boers with 
modern appliances nt their command.

"There are tricks in the whiskey busi- 
ness us well as in others," said the drum- 
mer for a large compounding house, "and I 
remember how the lirm 1 was with once got 
stuck. One day, a man drove up in a one- 
horse waggon carrying cne biirrei of whis- 
key, whicli he wanted to sell. lie told us 
some kind of a story about an old uncle 
dying and leaving It to bim. We took the 
barrel Into llie house, aud, prying out the 
bung, we slipped In tlie siphon and drew 
off a glass of it as a sample. .\nd it was 
hue.

To- 
morrow evening their executive com- 
mittee will come together for the first 
time in the campaign headquarters on 
Government street, to receive the 
ports of the ward conimittcos, distribute 
the ward books,, and complete prepara 
tious for the first public meeting of the 
candidates, at A. O. U. W, hall 
Thursdaay evening. The talks with the 
electors are beginning early, and for tlio 
very good reason that the Big Four pur 
post! leaving no doubt in the mind ol 
anyone as to e.^aetly where they stand 
on the important issues of the hour. 

Out in North Victoria it appears that 
the late member. Jlr. .1. P. Bootli. has 
correctly interpreted the wishes of the 
electorate in announcing iiis candida- 
ture, for upon Ills declaration that he 
was in the lield, the nominating con- 
vtjntion projected for last evi'uing at 
Fulford Harbor was abandoned, and 
neitlier iNIr. T. W. I'aterson nor .Mr. W. 
J. Taylor, whose names had also l)eon 
mentioned in counection with the oppo- 
sition representation, will enter the run- 
ning — although tlieri' is a bare possibil- 
ity that Captain IT. .1. Uobertson, of 
^Iorcsby Island, may come forward as 
a purely Independent candidate. Klect- 
ors wlio could not be mude aware of tlio 
change in tlie jjlans for last evening, 
well filled the school house and enjoy- 
ed an informal talk over the situation 
and the issues, instead of taking part in 
the originally-arranged convention.

We are in favor of a rcdifttrlbutloii bill 
being passed tills coming session on the 
basis of popuhitlen and territory, and we 
shall endeavor to obtain an additional mem- 
lier for Cassiar, believing that a district 
of lIM.fXIO scpiare miles, possessing vast 
mineral we.-iltli. Inexhaustible Ushcrles, tin- 
limited tlinlier and large agricultural areii.s. 
ifiul with raplilly liiereasliig population. Is 
entitled to three members In the legisla- 
ture. 

."). We are opposed to the construction of 
clause in the "Inspection of lletalllforous 
-Mines Act" known a.H the eight-hour law, 
and any aniendiiieiit that will not limit 
the ivngc earning capacity of labor. 

0. Wo are opposed to the construction of 
railways by the province. In New Zea- 
land, where this principle has been adopted, 
nnd which recently brought thnt urovince 
Into flimuclul disaster, the chief revenues 
from cnatonia and excise belong to and are 
collected by that country. Whereas In 
Kritish t'olumlda we have no such revenue, 
and iiievltahly direct taxation and disaster 
await lis If "-e embark on such a policy.

That the resources of British Col- 
nnibla more than those of any other prov- 
ince nt the Dominion, require capital for 
their development. That the first nnd chief 
lilank of any Hritlsh Coiumliia platform 
should be the opening up of tiie province 
by railroads, wagon reads and trails; and 
that, altiiongli onr iirovinci! has suffered 
and Is siilTerlng through bad legislaliun .-iml 
the lyraiiiiieal adiiiliiistrallon of the lasi 
elghleeii montlis, wliirli Is dlscriMlit lug us 
abroad, deslroyiiig onr credit, preventing
